landowner. 


4t the age of 16 he was carried off by a band 


of Irish brigands. Traditional stories say he was 
kept in bondage for six years. He may have 
tended the herds of a chieftain in county Antrim 
during this period. 


He finally escaped to the coast and went to 


sea in a boat with a cargo of Irish wolfhounds, 
Patrick landed in Europe and from there to the 
Mediterranean, where he probably spent several 
years at a monastery. 


He eventually 
returned to Britain, 
where 


legend says he saw a letter in a dream. The 
letter's beginning contained the words. ''The 
Voice of the Irish." 


He came into conflict v.ith Druid High King 


Loigaire, but after besting Druid priests in 
trials of skill, he won the king's protection. 


For the rest of his life he organized the 


Christian societies he found in Ireland and 
spread the gospel in pagan regions.. He intro- 
duced Latin into Ireland as the language of the 
Church.

Vain Red General Identified

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. intelligence officers have uncovered 


the most graphic proof yet that a shadowy North Vietnamese 
general directs the Communist war in South Vietnam, 


The proof fell into American hands because the Red general, 


like 
many generals the world over, liked to have his picture 


taken. 


He is Nguyen Chi Thanh, 51, a former teacher said to have pro- 


Peking political leanings and to stand second only to Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Giap in the North Vietnamese military hierarchy. 


His pictures showed up as intelligence officers screened film 


from an underground photographic installation in the jungles 
of Tay Ninh Province, seized by American troops in Operation 
Junction City, the biggest offensive of the war. 


The underground darkroom contained 120 reels of motion 


picture film and many still photos. The haul is still being pro- 
cessed, but the discoveries have already proved it to be one of 
the major intelligence coups of the war. 


Part of the film is being hastil;. prepared for showing to Pres- 


ident Johnson and his senior Cabinet members at Guam. 
Clips and film footage are also being prepared for publir re.

Communists Mortar Allied 
Targets: Freighter, Capital

SAIGON — Communist gun* 


ners mortared seven United 
States and South Vietnamese 
positions — including a provi- 
sional capital-Wednesday ni^ht 
and yesterday and shelled an 
American merchant ship 14 
miles from Saigon. 


Two American fighterJx>mb- 


ers were downed over North 
Vietnam and a third jet was 
shot down in South Vietnam 
Wednesday, bringing to 487 
and 160, respectively, the num. 
her of American warplanes of. 
ficially listed as destroyed in 
the two nations. 


Meanwhile, official statistics 


released yesterday revealed 
that 175 American servicemen 
were killed, 892 wounded and 
8 missing in action in the week 
ending March 11. 


These casualties were con. 


siderably 
lower than those 


covering the preceding week, 
the highest of the war, when 
232 Americans were killed, 
1,381 wounded and 4 reported 
missing in action. 


The merchant ship, the Con. 


queror, was hit by six 75-mm. 
recoilless rifle rounds at 3:30 
p.m; in the Longtau shipping 
channel leading from the South 
C luna Sea to Saigon. 


One civilian, presumed to be 


4,merican, and an American 
military policeman were wound- 
ed in the shelling and evacuated 
to a hospital by naval patrol 
boats. The ship moved under 
its own power to a berth in 
Saigon harbor despite the hits, 


which included three in the 
wheelhouse and one in the 
bridge. 


In the Mekong River delta, 


115 miles southwest of Saigon, 
Viet Cong gunners landed 14 
shells in Vithanh, the capital 
of Chuongthien province, inflict, 
ing what spokesmen said was 
"significant damage" to the 
city hall and light casualties. 


• In three other mortar attacks 


against isolated outposts in the 
delta, the Viet Cong inflicted 
"heavy casualties," according 
to official Vietnamese spokes- 
men, on a team of some 50 
pacification workers belonging 
to a revolutionary development 
team. The pacification workers 
have become priority targets 
for the Viet Cong.

Sonnett summoned both those 


witnesses in an effort to dis. 
credit Dodd's formerbookkeep. 
er, Michael V. OHare, who has 
testified the senator sought to 
conceal the use of "political 
checks" to cover personal ex. 
penses. 


A onetime Dodd ghostwriter, 


Edward V. Lockett, testified, 
too, and said the senator told

visits to the donors. 


Sonnett asked that the affi. 


davits be made part of the evi- 
dence. Committee counsel Ben. 
jamin R. Fern questioned the 
move. He said that procedure 
would give him no opportunity 
to cross^xamine the contrib- 
utors. 
"We are not accepting them 


and we are not rejecting them," 
said Sen.

Russo Testifies 
No Plot Intended

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 


Perry R. Russo, star witness in 
the Kennedy assassination con. 
spiracy hearing, testified yes- 
terday that he did not think Lee 
Harvey Oswald, Clay L. Shaw 
and David W. Ferrie intended to 
actively participate in an assas- 
sination attempt. 


U n d e r cross-examination 


about details of the conspiracy 
talk Russo says he heard in 
Feme's apartment, the witness 
was asked: "You weren't part 
of it?" 


A. "No, sir." 
Q. Was it understood that 


these three men would actively 
participate in the assassina- 
tion? 


A. I didn't get that impres- 


sion, no. 


Q. Was Dallas mentioned? 
A. No. 
"That's all," attorney F. Ir- 


vin Dymond said and sat down. 


At that point, Russo — who 


admitted being hypnotized re- 
cently in the courthouse — was 
excused from further cross-ex, 
animation. 


He testified earlier that he 


never spoke to the Warren Com. 
mission because, "I was a voice 
in the wilderness. Iwasn't going 
to fight with the government." 


Russo's 
testimony 
was 


brought out by attorneys for 
Shaw, who has been charged by 
Dist. Attj. Jim Garrison with 
conspiring 
to kill President 


John F. Kennedy. 


The other two alleged conspi- 


rators — Oswald and Ferrie — 
are dead, 


Shaw's attorneys probed hard 


at Russo's explanation of why 
he did not speak to authorities 
immediately after the Nov. 22, 
1963, assassination. They hope 
to prove Garrison does not have 
sufficient evidence to take Shaw 
to trial. 


Russo, 25, an insurance sales- 
man from Baton Rouge, testi- 
fied he was present in Ferrie's 
apartment in mid-September 
1963 and heard Oswald, Shaw 
and Ferrie plotting to kill Ken- 
nedy. 


Russo said he 
decided to 


come forth with his information 
after Ferrie died Feb. 22 be* 
cause "it's a little closer to 
home now." 


At one point, Russo said he 


once saw Oswald clean-shaven 
but paid little attention to him. 
This statement brought a hush 
over the crowded courtroom, 
and brought the defense up 
alertly. 


"Will you tell me why, after 


seeing him cleanly shaven, you 
had to have whiskers put on his 
photograph before you could 
recognize him?" roared Dy. 
mond. 


Russo shrugged and said the 


occasion was "the day that Os- 
wald left New Orleans for Hous. 
ton" and they were only togeth- 
er a few minutes and he mainly 
noticed that Oswald was not 
dirty. 


Russo had testified previously 


that not until Garrison's men 
had touched up a photograph of 
Oswald by adding a five-day 
beard and mussing the hair did 
he recognize him as the man he 
knew as Feme's roommate.

rendered by the American Red Cross 
is its training in first aid, Hun- 
dreds in Warren County have shar- 
ed in this training, offered under 
prescribed courses and by trained 
instructors. 


First aid instruction is some- 


thing in which we all should be in- 
terested-for our own safety and 
benefit, as well as for members of 
our families, neighbors, friends and 
the public at large. 
One never 


knows when the 
emergency may 


arise when some first aid knowledge 
may be the difference between life 
and death for the victim of a mis- 
hap or disaster. 


Just the other day, a western 


Pennsylvania child tumbled into a 
small creek and was washed down 
stream before the frantic mother 
was able to pull the tike from the 
water. And the tot, from all visible 
appearances, was dead.

rushed to the assistance of the 
mother, who hurried to summon a 
doctor.

aid training, initiated mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation efforts, taking 
turns in an attempt to breathe life 
back into the tot who remained with 
no apparent pulse for several min-

tance soon paid off as the child 
started to breath and show other 
signs of life.

and their presence of mind in going 
immediately to work on reviving the 
victim. 


This type of first aid is easy to 


learn and just as easy to adminis- 
ter, yet it is one of the most ef- 
fective methods of restoring life 
in such and similar emergencies. 


Regular showing of the Civilian 


Defense-Red Cross film on mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation would extend 
the field of these life-savers many- 
fold. 
The film has been screened 


occasionally in the schools and it 
might well be made an annual or 
semi-annual event in the first aid 
program. 


We save lives in emergencies by 


prompt and efficient action as soon 
after an emergency develops as 
possible. 
Time is a precious ele- 


ment. 
First aid frequently is the 


bridge to life and anything which is 
done to spread the valuable instruc- 
tion to as many persons as possible 
is as valuable contribution to sav- 
ing of lives as can be made.

The Miami Herald's front page 
featured a big picture of Sena- 
ton= Bobby and Teddy yester- 
day morning for no reason but 
that they were photographed 
whispering together at a Senate 
hearing. 


Last night, the Atlanta Jour- 


nal 
carried three 
Kennedy 


stories on its front page: The 
family's return to JFK's grave 
site; RFK urging more money 
for the poverty program, and 
the latest non-story out of New 
Orleans of the Kennedy assas- 
sination "plot." 


The 
picture 
magazines, 


mercifully, have stopped put- 
ting Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy's 
picture on their covers, but the 
newspapers and paperbacks are 
filling the void, and the focus 
of the Kennedy story is now 
changing from the past to the 
future, from Jackie to Bobby, 
and from personal sentiment 
to politics. 


In the Atlanta airport news 


stand this week there were 
three books by President Ken- 
nedy, three biographies of him, 
one book by Robert Kennedy 
(nine more on him are sup- 
posed to be in the works) and 
one biography on the patriarch 
of the clan, Joseph P. Kenne- 
dy. This is not to mention Time 
Magazine's long and controver- 
sial report of the latest row be- 
tween President Johnson and 
Sen. Robert Kennedy, or Gore 
Vidal's vicious polemic in Es- 
quire about how the Kennedys 
organize everything and are 
"taking over." 


Maybe all this is good for 


Robert Kennedy's'political fu- 
ture, but one wonders. It cer- 
tainly calls attention to every- 
thing he says and does, but do 
his actions and statements real, 
ly stand up to careful scrutiny? 


Even the critics of President 


Johnson's bombing policy in 
Vietnam have their doubts about 
the practicality of a Kennedy 
bombing moratorium proposal 
that came very late and was 
tied to conditions obviously un- 
acceptable to North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong. He had a good 
debating point but not a very 
practical policy.

LBJ's Trip to Guam

WASHINGTON — Behind the President's long 


trip half-way across the Pacific to Guam and 
back is his desire to make sure that U. S. 
military leaders are putting enough emphasis 
on the civilian and political rebuilding of South 
Vietnam. 


From a military viewpoint the war is going 


well. There have been Viet Cong desertions 
sometimes as high as 400 a 
day. It's only natural, however, 
that the military should concen. 
trate on military problems. Yet 
solution 
of the civilian prob. 


lems, the President feels, may 
be the final factor in ending the 
war. 


This means the reconstruc. 


tion of villages, building 
of 


schools, improving the water 
supply, distribution of food and, 
most important of all, the formation of a solid 
civilian government. 


In 19'66 South Vietnam made amazing strides 


in electing a constituent assembly and making 
a start toward nationwide elections for a new 
president. Working behind the scenes, Johnson 
has pushed this hard. He has vivid memories of 
Buddhists burning themselves in the streets last 
year and knew that without equality of rule there 
never could be stability in South Vietnam. 


It was at the Honolulu conference that Johnson 


laid down the law to Premier Ky for equality of 
government. The forthcoming meeting on Guam 
will make sure that progress toward full civilian 
government continues. 
+ 


The President will take with him to Guam Lt. 


Gen, Bruce Palmer who did such a good job in 
the Dominican Republic. And since the end of the 
term of Gen. William Westmoreland is long 
overdue and he needs a rest, it's possible Pal. 
mer may later replace him. Westmoreland is 
given credit for the current victories and will 
occupy a high place in the Pentagon, 


Also accompanying the President will be 


Rober Komar, the brains behind school con. 
structton, food distribution, etc. Komar has- 
been a member of the White House staff but will 
now 
transfer to Saigon where he may later 


replace Henry Cabot Lodge as ambassador. 


Lodge, a Republican and former candidate for 


Vice President, served with Johnson in the 
Senate. They have a high regard for each other. 


Also accompanying the President to Guam 


•will be David Lilienthal, for a long time head of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority and former 


chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Lilienthal is an old New Dealer whom Johnson 
knew back in the days when he was a young Con- 
gressman from Texas pushing dams and irriga- 
tion in the Southwest. 


The President has long cherished the idea of 


developing the Mekong River into another TV A 
project for an irrigation, power and navigation 
system which would enrich not merely South 
Vietnam but Cambodia, Laos, Thailand and North 
Vietnam. The idea was given him originally by 
Arthur "Tex" Goldschmidt, who worked with 
Harold Ickes and David Lilienthal in the old 
dam-building days of the New Deal. Lilienthal 
will go to the Far East to push the Mekong 
River plan personally. 


"Guam is a long way to go," the President 


remarked at a recent staff conference, "and 
the newspapermen will grumble. But I think it 
will be worthwhile." 
+ 


Rep. Mendel Rivers, D.-S.C., the statuesque 


chairman of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, was about to board a subway tram 
between the Capital and the House Office Build* 
ing when a friend jokingly remarked: 


"I was reading about you today," referring 


to a recent Washington column. 


"If he keeps on writing about me," Rivers 


grumbled, "he is going to drive me into another 
binge." 


Almost everyone on Capitol Hill likes Rivers 


personally, and there is a sort of protective 
sympathy on the part of some memljers of the 
Armed Services Committee to play down his 
periodic bouts with alcohol. The fact remains, 
however, that if the Congressman from South 
Carolina were in the State Department or the 
Pentagon, he would be fired immediately as a 
security risk. No alcoholic can be kept on the 
payroll in a sensitive job — without risking an 
investigation by Congress. 


Entirely aside from Rivers's activities in 


getting special airplanes for himself to fly to 
South Carolina for weekends and aside from the 
favors given him by automobile dealers and his 
"favors for government 
contractors. Rivers 


remains an undisputable security risk, 


Nevertheless, as chairman of the House 


Armed Services Committee, he has access to 
the highest secrets of government involving the 
defense of the United States. He also sits as a 
member of the CIA watchdog committee where 
he passes on espionage secrets seen by only a 
handful of American citizens.

He 
has a competent public relations 
staff and a good sense of where 
to go and what to say to make 
news that will enhance his repu- 
tation in the world and with 
those elements in the Demo- 
cratic party that are disen- 
chanted with President Johnson. 


The idea, however, that he has 


a vast publicity operation work- 
ing night and day as part of a 
decision io challenge President 
Johnson 
for 
the Democratic 


presidential nomination in 1968 
is silly. He is just keeping him- 
self in the news when he can, 
setting himself up as a recog- 
nizable alternative a little to the 
left of LBJ, and waiting to see 
what happens. 


This has its advantages, but 


on the whole he has not had a 
very good winter. He is better 
known now, but he looks a little 
under-developed and over-ex- 
posed.

It was 5:05 a. m. in Hawaii,

Perform 
A Service 


A morning walk in the snows 


of mid.March led me into a 
mountain laurel thicket. Near 
the top of a particularly scrawny 
looking laurel bush, a bird's 
nest caught my eye. 
It had 


been built just out of reach of 
foraging deer that had stripped 
all of the ever. 
sreen 
leaves 


f r o m limbs 
growing below 
the nest. 


With the ex. 


ception of Bal. 
timore 
Ori- 


ole's and Blue 
Heron's nests, 
I can't tell one 
bird nest from 
another unless 
I find the moth, 
er bird conve- 
niently at hand. 


I hope that my bird watcher 


friends will overlook my short- 
comings in this respect. Per. 
haps I could stump them in tree 
identification. 


Bird nests and spider webs 


have always intrigued me—and 
this is especially true at this 
time of the year when I am im- 
patiently awaiting the arrival of 
spring. 


A close examination of the 


little nest in the laurel bush 
revealed that its base was made 
up of strips of shiny bark from 
yellow birch—a highly inflam- 
mable material. 
Other strips 


of bark supported the outer rim 
of the nest. These were clever- 
ly interlocked and held together 
by fine, branching rootlets and 
grasses. The inside of the nest 
was lined with root hairs and 
grass. 
A birch catkin and a 


dried laurel leaf rested in the 
nest. 


Given all of these materials, 


I would not be clever enough to 
build such a compact little nest 
in the fork of a laurel bush. 
And yet a bird, with only a 
beak and its four-toed feet, can 
gather from field and forest 
all of the materials for its home 
and build it with ease. 


I become a bit impatient when 


the savants smugly explain that 
the nest building ability of birds 
is governed entirely by instinct, 
I know that they are correct, but 
I would like to believe other- 
wise. 


I -want to assign some other 


impelling- force than mere in- 
stinct to the creation of a bird's 
nest, or the orb weaver spi. 
der's amazing ability to fling a 
web of gossamer between the 
branches of a tree. 


If I had my choice between 


building 
a bird's 
nest and 


weaving a spider's web, Iwould 
try to emulate the bird. Her 
task is much simpler, even 
though the spider carries all the 
building material for her web 
within her body. 


Both birds and spiders are 


some 
of 
the earth's most 


ancient creatures and should 
c o m m a n d respect. Birds 
evolved from reptiles some 165 
million years ago. 
They can 


truthfully be called "Flying rep- 
tiles," which is not a very en- 
dearing term and one scarcely 
ever used by bird lovers. Spi. 
ders have been on earth more 
than twice as long as birds, 
having probably descended from 
sea scorpions which had mi- 
grated to fresh water. 


Spiders form a large part of 


the diet of many species of 
birds. 
In Brazil, though, the 


tables are turned. 
Huge bird 


spiders often dine on small 
birds which they catch in their 
stout webs. 


The greatest service that 


birds and spiders perform for 
man results from their vorac- 
ious appetites for insects. 


The boy who shoots a bird out 


of a tree, or squashes a spi. 
der under foot deserves to be 
plagued by biting insects. In his 
unthinking way, he is tearing 
holes in the web of life of which 
he himself is as much a part 
as the orb weaver spider, anc! 
the bird on her nest in a moun- 
tain laurel thicket.

FORT MYERS, Fla. — Silence is no virtue as far as Harry 


Walker is concerned. The manager of the Pirates is always 
talking. However, he briefly acted contrary to his nature when 
Maury Wills, the renowned base burglar, joined the Buccaneers 
as the result of his trade from the Dodgers. The gabby Harry the 
Hat assigned Wills the task of lecturing the squad on base run- 
ning and base stealing, 


Harry listened intently to the first few minutes. Then he began 


to squirm, probably because the only voice he likes to hear is his 
own. Finally he stepped in. 
"Jes' a minute, Maury," said Walker in his Alabama drawl. 


"There's a point I'd like to make." Pretty soon he'd taken over 
the entire lecture. 


Ever since the exhibition season started these two men have 


been re in centers of attention before every game. Harry talks 
freely because he wants to and Maury talks with cautious re- 
luctance because he cannot escape the barrage of questions. 


Inasmuch as the Pirates are overwhelming pennant favorites 


—presuming they get any decent pitching—the skipper of the 
Buccaneers is continually asked about his pennant chances. 
"I thought last year I had rne a pennant winner," he says with 
a half smile, "until someone changed my mind. This time I like 
our chances even better." 


Not quite as direct is his new third baseman. He takes no belts 


at Walter O'Malley for trading him ("I don't feel better toward 
Mr. O'Malley, only rejected.") He takes no belt at Willie Davis, 
his critical ex-teammate for saying that Los Angeles might be 
better off without Wills whose arrogant attitude made him dis- 
liked by most of his fellow athletes ("He's entitled to his own 
opinion."). 


Wills also dismisses as irrelevant one point the Dodger front 


office maliciously makes. When Maury broke Ty Cobb's sacred 
and seemingly untouchable base stealing record with 104 thefts 
in 19C2 he was caught stealing only 13 times. Last year he stole 
only 38 and was caught 24 times. 


"A season ago," says Maury with something of a haughty 


dignity, "I was playing on no legs. I can't remember one game 
when I was at 100 per cent of my physical capability. I was al- 
ways injured. A more valid comparison would be the previous 
year when I stole 94 bases and was caught only 34 times." 


But Walker welcomes Wills as the man who will solidify his 


infield by plugging the leak which occasionally sprung at third 
with Bob Bailey. This, he feels will help his pitching, also 
strengthened by trades which brought him Dennis Ribant from 
the Mets and Juan Pizarro from the White Sox. 


"I have seven pitchers," says Harry the Hat, "who will shake 


the dice to see who starts. There ain't no sense in me doin' it. 
They are Bob Veale, Vernon Law, Tommie Sisk, Woodie Fry- 
man, Steve Blass, Ribant and Pizarro." 


He went on to state that he expected to give Wills the same 


carte blanche on base stealing that Walter Alston had done. 


"Sure, we're a hittin' team," said Harry. "But I believe in 


runnin' when you can. Some guys moan that a runner is foolish 
to steal a base when three runs ahead. 1 don't go for that stuff. 
I think you have to practice and try things out just as Ty Cobb 
did. 


"I remember Cobb tellin' me that he often went for a steal 


when he had no chance of makin' it. But he not only was studyin' 
the reactions of pitchers, throwers and base coverers but he 
was implantin' a fear in them for some future time when he 
needed it. Records are built that way by bein' able to do things 
when they count. Ty Cobb and Babe Ruth fattened up on the patsies 
but they also came through against the top men. 


"There's been a change in baseball in the last dozen years. 


Those lighter bats have helped guys who once hit five homers 
a season to hit 15. This also has made for lower battin' aver- 
ages. 


"They can't check a swing against a breakin1 pitch the way 


I could when I was playin' ball. I could judge the path of a pitch 
when it was as close to me as where that helmet is—10 feet, 
would yotr say?—and check my swing. Nowadays, they're com- 
mitted. 


"Bucky Walters was as good a pitcher as there was 25 


years ago. He had marvelous control. He'd have 225 strikeouts 
but 100 bases on balls. Yet a Sandy Koufax takes 31*5 strikeouts 
but gives only 75 walks. The hitters don't wait for the fourth 
ball because their swing has gone too far. Henry Aaron switched 
from base hits to the long ball last year. Maybe he picked up 
four extra homers at most to lead the league with 44, but his 
battin' average dropped 50 points. See what I mean?" 


With the Pirates, though, hitting is the least worry because 


the buc's out-hit every team last year. Only their pitching 
stands between them and an easy pennant.

European Disarmament

GENEVA — William C. Post- 


er, chief United States repre- 
sentative in the disarmament 
conference, revealed last night 
that his talks with the secre- 
tariat of EURATOM (European 
Atomic Energy Commumtj) had 
produced no agreement on-ways 
to check on compliance by 
EURATOM members with the 
proposed treaty barring the fur- 
ther spread of nuclear weapons. 


Foster told newsmen on his 


return from Brussels that he 
would try to work out "adjust- 
ments" of the inspection prob- 
lem at a meeting of the 15 per- 
manent representatives of the 
NATO powers in Paris next 
week. 


Foster said he did not plan 


any further meetings with the 
EURATOM secretariat, and re. 
marked tartly that they were 
"the servants" of the perman- 
ent representatives of the com- 
munity—which has the same 
membership as the European 
Common Market: West Ger- 
many, Italy, France and the 
three Benelux countries. 


Foster expressed the hope 


that both "adjustments and de- 
velopment" could be agreed 
upon in Paris. He said he did 
not plan to have separate talks 
there with the EURATOM mem- 
bers. 


Before the disarmament con- 


ference opened the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union agreed that the In-

Atomic

Agency in Vietnam should veri- 
fy compliance with the proposed 
non-proliferation treaty by non- 
nuclear signatories. However, 


West Germany and Italy, with 
the suptx>rt of the EURATOM 
secretariat, have been cam-

whereby the existing 


EURATOM inspection system 
should check up compliance by 
EURATOM signatories.

homilies passed on in the book. "The atom bomb is a paper 
tiger which the U.S. reactionaries use to scare people.

New Hairdoings Dictionary 


There's many a slip twlrt the girl and the snip because there 


isn't enough communication going on in beauty salons. Hair, 
dressers, even in the best of shops, traditionally intimidate 
their customers. 
Frequently the client finds it's difficult to 


express what she's really been yearning for. 


Learn these definitions and you'll be on better "speaking 


terms" with your stylist. 
CUTS THAT COUNT 


Blunt: 
Cutting hair ends straight across with scissors. 


Cap: Sleek, short, close-to-the-head style. 
Feathering: Tapering hair (usually with a razor) for the look 


of soft, uneven tendrils, especially effective on hair around ths 
face and at the nape of the neck. 


Layering: Cutting with scissors, razor or both in graduated 


lengths. 


Shingling: 
Layering, usually cut very short, similar to the 


traditional men's haircut. 


Tapering: 
Shaping hair (usually with a razor) so the ends 


become thinner and lie flatter against the head. 


Trim: 
Evening out a haircut, following original pattern. 


STYLING SAVVY 


Brush-out: Follows removal of rollers and clips; hair is first 


brushed back and up, 
finally into outline of desired style. 


Chignon: A coil of hair (maybe a hairpiece) worn at the crown 


or nape of the neck. 


French Twist: Back hair is swept to one side, anchored with 


pins and rolled back to the center forming a verticle twist. 


Guiche: 
Flat single strand of hair, curled like an upside- 


down question mark turned forward or backwards on the cheek. 


Pageboy: A classic hairdo, usually with bangs, in which hair 


is turned under all around. 
PERMANENT PRINCIPLES 


Permanent: 
The process which chemically changes present 


hair structure to a wavier one, lasting only until new hair grows 
in. 


Body Permanent: Provides hair with body rather than curl. 
Cold Wave: Standard permanent procedure based on chemical 


agents rather than heat application. 


Test Curl: Testing process employed to determine proper 


timing and most compatible ingredients to be used. 
CUES ON COLORING 


Highlighting: Also called Streaking or "Sunshining", the pro- 


cess lightens certain strands or areas with bleaching prepa- 
rations. 


Patch Test: Made on small patch of skin-usually the inner 


arm—before coloring or permanent to determine allergic possi. 
bilities. 


Lighteners: Bleaches which lift out original color (pigment) 


in transforming dark hair to light. 


Tints: Color additive. 
Toner: Color applied to pre-lightened hair to achieve delicate 


shades. 
Retouching: Coloring new growth only to match rest of hair. 


MBCELLANEOUS MEANINGS 


Body: Stands for fullness, generally achieved by backbrush- 


ing, blunt cutting, using various setting preparations. 


Back-Brush or Teasing: 
Brushing a strand of hair from the 


ends down toward the roots, using short, quick strokes. 


Crown: Upper portion of head. 
Elasticity: Flexible quality in hair allowing for styling va- 


riety. 
Hairline: Point at which hair borders the scalp. 
Texture: Refers to hair type (coarse or fine). 
Setting Preparations: Aids such as gel, beer or lotion that 


help to hold a hairstyle. 


Cream Rinse: 
Lotion (usually diluted with water) applied 


after shampooing to aid manageability. 


End Paper: Small tissue folded over hair ends to insure a 


smooth set and eliminate split ends. 


Lacquer: A heavier varnish type of hair spray.

JUST FOR YOU: State your choice conservatively when it

Lewis Epstein, socialsecuri- 


t,, aistrict manager in James- 
town, N.Tc., said the problem 
01 missing medicare numbers 
h s been most frequent on 
claims submitted bj benefi- 
ciaries. 


"Even though the number mav 


seem like a very simple item, 
it is verj important to the med- 
icare carrier," he said. "With- 
out the medicare identification 
number, it is very difficult for 
the carrier to find out if you 
are actually signed up for doc- 
tor bill insurance or if you have 
met jour $50 deductible for the 
year!" 


When the number is not shown 


on the request for payment 
form, Epstein said, Pennsyl- 
vania Blue Shield must write 
to the social security district 
office or the beneficiary to get 
it. Naturally, time is lost and 
the payment is not made as 
quickly as it could be. 


Epstein 
advised benefici- 


aries to be sure that they copy 
the number from their red, 
white, ana blue medicare card 
in the blank at the upper right- 
hard corner of the request for 
payment form before sending it 
to Pennsylvania Blue Shield. 


While the missing medicare 


identification number has been 
noted as one of the most fre- 
quent errors on the claims 
forms, signatures, addresses 
and other items have also been 
reported missing from some 
forms. 


"There are a couple of im- 


portant things for beneficiaries 
who pay their doctor bills and 
send in their own request for 
payment forms to remember," 
Epstein said. "Be careful to fill 
in all blanks on the top half of 
the form and be sure to either 
have your doctor complete the 
bottom half of the form.

of Lee. "The teachers involved 
in the Beaty tutoring program 
reported that the selected pupils 
undergo an attitudmal change; 
they are more interested in the 
subject, less hostile to authori- 
ty, less resistant to learning 
and more ready to participate 
in class discussion." 


Lee is convinced that even a 


few hours a week, of individ- 
ual instruction, can make the

See Discount Rate Cut to Bolster Sluggish Economy

NEW YORK (AP) — If the 


present econoiuc sluggishness 
continues much logger, it will 
be no surprise u the discount 
rate, the most basic interest 
rate of all, is lowered. 


Present fiscal and monetary 


pohc> indicate the sluggishness 
is pronomced. A-^d present ad. 
ministration and Federal Re- 
serve policy indicates tnat easi- 
er money is the retried). 


There ha\e been no announce- 


ments that such action is immi- 
nent. It follows, however, that if 
the Federal Reserve Bank and 
tne administration both feel the 


need for easier credit that this 
might be an eventual step. 


The discount rate, set by Fed- 


eral Reserve officials, is the 
irterest cost that banks must 
pa> for funds borrowed from 
the Fed. 


In turn, this rate governs the 


borrowing b a n k ' s interest 
charges on loans to customers. 


As a Federal Reserve district 


bank publication commented re- 
centlj: 


"A great change has occurred 


ir credit conditions in the past 
two or three months. Time and 
savings deposits in commercial 
banks and other financial inter- 
mediaries have risen signifi- 


cantly; the nation's money sup- 
ply has stopped declining; most 
interest rates have declined 
sharply; and credit has become 
more readil) available." 


In other words, the extreme 


conditions of last ;,ear no longer 
exist. 


Should 
economics strains 


continue to lessen, Fed officials 
would automaticall} examine 
the pertinanc\ of the discount 
rate to the new conditions. The 
Fed is. in the terminology of 
the banking fraternity, "pursu- 
ing an easier money polic>." 


It is perhaps a bit early yet 


for such an examination for 
man) respected bankers still 


aren't convinced that rates 
should be lowered at all. The 
banking community has split in 
its opinions as it seldom has in 
recent decades. 


This difference is reflected in 


a split prime rate, a condition 
that has existed now since Jan- 
uary 26. And next to the dis- 
count rate, the prime rate is the 
rate most basic to other inter- 
est charges. 


The Chase Manhattan Bank 


brought these differences of 
opinion into the open by lower- 
ing the prime rate to 5l/z per 
cent from 6 per cent. Most other 
bankers howled. They insisted 
demand was still strong and 


that the lowest the prime rate 
should go was to 5l/2 per cent. 
And that's where they settled. 


Although the dispute still con- 


tinues, the evidence seems to be 
in Chase's favor — that credit 
pressures generally have and 
will continue to drop unless 
spurred by lower costs of bor- 
rowing.

TALKING IT OVER 


The wind was blowing, the snow was snowing, and roads were 


slippery, as March made what hopefully was a last desperate 
attempt to prolong winter. But the disagreeable conditions didn't 
deter about twenty people from Warren and Forest counties who 
met in the Tidioute school cafeteria Wednesday night to talk 
about development of recreational facilities and accommodations. 


"Talk abcutf* best describes what happened at the meeting, 


although one man did speak up saying there had been plenty of 
talk and what is needed now is action. But it was a first step 
in getting people together to discuss the need for private develop- 
ment. 
In the past five or six years many editorials have been written, 


with clearly stated warnings on two points. One was the obvious 
lack of recreational facilities and accommodations for the antic- 
ipated influx of visitors once the Klnzua Dam was constructed. 
The other emphasized the danger of over^jromoting and pub- 
licizing the area until we had something to offer. 


Lack of foresight or maybe disbelief in the tourist potential 


puts us in a precarious situation. The bird we hold in our hand 
may fly away to join the ones in the bush because we make no 
effort to gather them all together. 


The Kinzua Darn was a certainty as was its attraction for 


tourists. During its years of construction, highways should have 
been built and provisions made to accommodate and entertain 
tourists and vacationers. When the dam was completed, these 
things should have been ready, too. 


Now everybody is in a sweat worrying about the tourists who 


will come into the area as a result of publicity and promotion 
efforts, spend three or four hours looking at the dam, and move 
out because there is no place for them to stay and nothing else 
to do. Frustrated and unhappy, they won't comeback and neither 
will their friends to whom they relate their experiences. 


Too little and too late? The too little is obvious. The too 


late is debatable if. . .And this seemed to be the reasoning at 
Wednesday night? s session. If immediate action is taken, some of 
the harmful inadequacies may be softened. 


This action is directed toward development of the river area 


from Kinzua to Tionesta into one continuous recreational com- 
plex, with the emphasis on private enterprise to provide camp, 
ing and trailer sites, access areas to the river, and all related 
recreational facilities. 


The idea is sound and one which I, as well as other local 


writers, have been pounding at for many, many moons. The bug 
in the salve box is money, private money. Is there adventurous 
capital available locally? 


Let us suppose that there is (and this is a far-fetched sup. 


position). So suddenly someone starts building camp sites and 
trailer parks, picnicking areas, hiking trails and all the rest. 
Enough of these someones and the result could be a mess. 


Unless there is a well^oordinated plan for development the 


very assets we have can become blemished, possibly ruined. 
But if all development, federal, state and local, is integrated 
with one area complementing another we can have the type of 
accommodations and facilities that will attract, satisfy, and 
keep the type of people we want. 


The interest shown at the meeting was such that, if sustained, 


it will spark more meetings and perhaps private development 
will be generated. But there is danger ahead unless every move 
and effort is planned in such a way that it fits into the whole. 
Otherwise, we'll end up with a distorted jigsaw puzzle picture 
that will look like nothing we have visualized. 


At that point, we can give the reservoir back to the Senecas,

Glue-Sniffing Kills Rats 


Editors note: Youngsters seek- 


ing kicks have found a new fad— 
sniffing the fumes of ether— 
based glue. But Ted Respet, 12, 
of Johnstown says he isn't about 
to try it, not after seeing what 
happened to a couple of rats he 
used In a high-school science 
experiment. This state spotlight 
tells what happened to a rat ex- 
posed to the vapors.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa. 
(AP) — 


Ted Respet has come to the 
conclusion that glue-sniffing is 
not for him—or anybody else, for 
that matter. 


A 12.year.old son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Rudolph Respet of Johns- 
town R.D. 3, Ted conducted lab- 
oratory experiments on the ef- 
fects of glue-sniffing. He said 
he was aware that some teen- 
agers sniffed glue and knew one 
boy who had admitted to the habit. 
But he deicided on the project 
when he heard on a newscast 
what a problem glue-sniffing had 
become. 


Ted conducted his experiments 


in a life science class at Coch- 
ran Junior High School. He used 
two laboratory rats—one to re- 
ceive the glue vapors and the 
other as a control animal. 


The young scientist ran into 


his first problem when he tried 
to obtain the glue. 
Johnstown 


and 
neighboring Stonycreek 


Township have recently adopted 
ordinances banning glue sales to 
minors, and even a note from 


Ted's father wasn't enough to 
convince the storekeeper. Ted's 
father finally had to make the 
purchase. 


Ted put the glue into a small 


jar inside a plastic bag and held 
the rat's nose Inside the bag. 
He started with 10 drops of glue 
and 10 seconds' exposure the 
first day, and kept Increasing It 
each day until the seventh, when 
the rat received 70 drops for 70 
seconds. He even came to school 
on Saturday and Sunday to main, 
tain continuity. 


The boy said the rat fought the 


glue for about 20 seconds, then 
would relax. 
As the exposure 


Increased, so did the severity 
of the rat's symptoms, which in- 
eluded dizziness, confusion, fast 
and irregular breathing and ap- 
parent intoxication. 


"When I put the rat back into 


the cage he would stagger and try 
to dig, as if to hide himself," 
Ted said. "His eyes were like 
at half mast and he tried to wipe

the smell from his nose. On the 
last day, he was so dizzy he 
didn't know what he was doing. 
He tried to stand up and couldn't. 
The effects took about 50 min- 
utes to wear off." 


On the seventh day the experi- 


mental rat and the control rat 
which had received no glue were 
chloroformed. 
A biology teach- 


er dissected both In the presence 
of a biology class, and the or- 
gans of both animals were com- 
pared. 


Marked abnormalities 
were 


found in the experimental ani- 
mal, even though the project had 
been carried out for only one 
week. Veins to the stomach and 
brain had more than doubled In 
size, and the small Intestine had 
hemorrhaged. There were yel- 
low spots on the liver which may 
or may not have resulted from 
glue. Coloration was different, 
an indication that the blood chem- 
istry probably had been affected. 


Teachers pointed out that sim- 


ilar symptoms could be expected 
in humans, and added that If the 
experiment had continued longer, 
all of the body organs would have 
been affected, and death would 
have resulted, 


Ted said that he considered 


it "a pretty good experiment, 
all in all," although lie had be- 
come fond of the rats. He said: 


"I would never tr) sniffing 


glue, after seeing the effects on 
the rats." 


A whole class who watched

Income tax relief is available 


to many retired persons who 
are livin.0- on a fixed pension or 
annuity. It also is available to 
older people who have incurred 
costly medical bills.

For those on a pension, the

It is an obvious fact that fear is growing each year among 


women in our country. Every week we read about some new 
violence to our sex, such as the murder of the eight young 
nurses in Chicago.

our house or apartment, and so on. Some of these are wise pre- 
cautions. 


Yet there are times when all the safeguards

4s she spoke, she felt warmed. There seemed to be a kind 


of aura around her-like a soft light, ^hen into her mind there 
came the clear picture of the face of the janitor at the Unit.v 
School, one of the kindest, most gentle men she hau ever known. 


It was as if God were saying to her, "\ou told the man sitting 


beside you that he is a child of Mine. True, but now to help 
you really see that, super-impose the jantor's face and image 
on the other man."
